In 1972. Wallace D. Edington, '15, 
came to the Alumni Office as a volunteer 
to help compile information for the first 
Gallaudet Almanac. His memory was fantastic! 
He remembered Dr. Ely rushing across the 
campus fields -- yes, the fields -- after 
school to catch the Baltimore-bound train 
for evening classes at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity. In those days the train ran where 
West Virginia Ave. is now located. Wally 
was one of the few Gallaudet alumni who 
knew all four Gallaudet College presidents. 
He remembered Dr. Gallaudet who would re- 
tire as president of the College the same 
year Wally graduated from Kendall School 
in ISTO, Hotchkiss, Peet, Ely, :Aljison, 
Drake, Bryant, Ballard, Denison and others 
were his teachers and friends. He would 
frequently bring them back to life during 
one of his many lunch-time recollections. 

With his good friend, David Peikoff, 
the two spent many long and tedious hours 
digging through the musty old files of 
yesteryear collecting data and rechecking 
facts which would appear in the Almanac. 
Together they built an impressive collection 
Spanning over 100 years. Wally was working 
on information for the second edition of 
that book when he became sick and was 
hospitalized in late January. He died 
on Wednesday, March 14. He was 83 years 
on Ke 

Wally was a model volunteer coming to 
the office regularly. He even took the 
time to call in when he was unable to be 
present. He was considered a "regular" 
by the Alumni Office staff and he part- 
icipated in many of the office activities. 
His hunched stature and slow cautious step 
reflected a certain dignity that merited 
respect. That ever present: twinkle in his 
eyes and his ready, contagious smile were 
the hallmarks which broadcast the gentle, 
friendly person that he was.
